Ballesteros Backs Tsai 


Tenure for Dr. Andre Tsai of 
the Theatre Arts Department has 
been recommended by David 
Ballesteros, Dean of the School 
of Arts and Sciences — in 
contradiction to the 
recommendation of Tsai’s 
department. 

Ballesteros Tecommended to 
University President James Bond 
that Tsai be given tenure 
effective fall, 1973. Dr. Bond 
will make the final decision 
regarding Tsai’s status 

“There were some questions on 
the evaluation procedure used 
on Dr. Tsai, and the main reason 
had to do with the attitude of 


the professor with the 
department,’ explained 
Ballesteros. 

Ballesteros felt that the 


department evaluation did not 
consider Tsai’s teaching ability, 
his scholarly attainment, nor his 
service to the community. 


“It's nice for a professor to 
have a rapport with the faculty 
in the department,” Ballesteros 
continued, but stressed that 
rapport with students was more 
important. He felt that the 
Theatre Arts Department had 
not paid much attention to 
Tsai’s relationship with his 
students 

As if to prove Ballesteros’ 
feeling true, Theatre Arts 
students yesterday sent a 
petition in support of Dr. Tsai to 
James Bond. 

“We the undersigned,” it reads, 
“students of the California State 
University at Sacramento Drama 
department, are in full support 
of Dr. Andre Tsai receiving 
tenure. We feel he is both a 
qualified and competent 
instructor and director.” 

One of the students who

The Sacramento Chorale gave a 
magnificent concert at Hiram 
Johnson High School this last 
Sunday night. I was luckily 
informed of this. concert at the 
last minute by their 
accompanist, Ms. Donna Davis (a 
former member of our own 
CSUS Concert Choir). Their 
program contained quite a 
diversified list of choral works, 
featuring a kind of cross-section 
of music through the history of 
its evolution; 16th Century to 
the present. 

The evening started with the 
traditional choral works “Gloria 
in excelsis’’ (Haydn), then 
“Agnus Dei’ (Tomas Luis de 
Victoria, 1540-1611). Mozart’s 
“Te Deum” completed the first 
of the four sections of the 
concert program. The following 
section jumped right into 20th 
century compositions. “Tree of 
Sorrow” arranged by Carlos 
Chavez and “Babylone” (from 
Les Deux Cities) by Darius 
Milhaud were done a cappella, 
showing off those dissonant 
harmonies with clear blending 
voices that seemed to pick the 
right note out of the air. The 
difficulty in performing 
selections with this degree of 
perfection is almost unbelievable 
for a Sacramento choral group. 

The unique, sweet-toned alto 
voice of Jean Rounds was a 
splendid added attraction to the 
Spanish ‘‘La Virgen lava 
Panales,”’ followed by “Nicolette 
by Maurice Ravel. A_ choral 
conductor's repetoire does not 
often include a Spanish song but 
Mr. Albert John McNeil isn’t the 
average conductor. He managed 
to cover Latin, Spanish, English 
and French; the years from the 
late 16th century to the present,

University Autonomy 
Yes ... But How ¢ 


Dr. Louise Kanter, the 
energetic and able president of 
the Sacramento chapter of the 
United Professors of California, 
expressed a great deal of 
skepticism towards the validity 
of many of CSUS’s President 
Bond's recent comments. She 
had the feeling that “He's not 
going to get tuition even if he 
wanted it.” 

She believes that Bond is wrong 
in his belief that tuition would 
make the university 
autonomous, stating “These are 
public institutions and they are 


responsible to the public 
through the legislature...The 
problem is not the legislature 


but the chancellor's office... Dr 
Bond and the union agree on the 
need for more autonomy for the 
university The major difference 
between Bond and the union is 
how to give the university more 
autonomy. His view is to impose 
tuition, gain 
coliective bargaining.” 

Kanter spoke often during the 
Wednesday interview about the 
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M. 
of 
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need for collective bargaining. 
She felt that the master contract 
that her organiztion has put 
forth ts a more equitable means 
of taking care of employee 
disputes, than what Dr. Bond 
proposes. She went on to say 
that post-tenure review is “A 
false issue ...it falls in the line of 
academic freedom. If professors 
are beset by the fear of 
constantly being evaluated it 
may effect what they say in the 
classroom.” 

The UPC president saw no need 
for a revision of the 
Distinguished Visiting Professor 
series now She 
said, “I’ve heard only favorable 
comments about the program so

far.” 

She said that her organization, 
although it has a policy of only 
defending members, would not 
reject out of hand the idea of 
extending legal aid Kate 
Millett if Dr. Bond attempted to 
remove her before her contract 
runs out. 

Kanter felt that there was some 
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connection between the 
Chancellor's office and Dr. 
Bond’s remarks saying ‘The 


Chancellor has a great deal to 
say over who is president...and 
he must have been pleased by 
what he said.” 

“It seems to me,” speaking of 
what Dr. Bond has acutally 
done, “that there is more talk 
than actions. He has been 
consistent on one pojnt. He 
keeps talking about efficiency 
and good management. These 
have ominous soundings to the 
union when they compare them 
to what they have come to 
mean..We have one view 
campus and he has another. We 
see the whole thrust 
cutting and merit evaluations 
We the red flag of 
cutting as a danger.” 

She also disagreed with Dr. 
Bond’s assertion that the public 
was rising up against the idea of 
spending money on higher 
education saying “I really don't 
know what evidence he would 
use about the public outcry.” 
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Tuition Plans In Legislature

Recently there have been 
questions about the $2,000 per 
year tuition “‘issue.”’ 


According to Joe Hay, our 
legislative advocate, this 
proposal was the result of a 


study done out of Palo Alto. Its 
Purpose was to provice non-state 
revenue to help support higher 
education, lessening the burden 


on the state, yet greatly 
increasing the burden on the 
student 


When this plan was submitted 
to the Joint Committee of 
Master Plan for Higher 
Education, it did not receive 
significant support. Hay states 
that at present, this proposal is 
no threat to the students 
However, the California State 
Universities and Colletes, 
(CSUS), Board of 
approved the introduction of 
two bills into the 1973 State 
Legislative Program 

The Education Fee bill would 
“authorize the Trustees of the 
California State University and 
Colleges to vix and require the 
payment of ane ducational fee 
from students with specified 
exceptions. The monies would 
be utilized by the Trustees for 
the educational programs of the 
California State University and 
Colleges and for _ providing 


Trustees has 


financial aid to 
students. 

Hay says that if this bill passes, 
the Board of Trustees will be 
allowed to set a fee which might 
be comparable to the $300-600 
per semester tuition which the 
University of California students 
are required to pay. This bill has 
been blocked three times 

The second bill approved for 
introduction would “authorize 
the Board of Trustees to levy a 
tuition charge for resident 
students who wish to enroll for 
credit which 
requirements for a degree, 
credential or other prescribed 
program of study by more than 
a specified margin.” 

This bill is aimed at the 
professional student, yet, 
without the proper stipulations, 
would place a burden upon the 
teacher, housewife, or worker 
who returns to school, not fora 
specific degree but to enroll in 
classes for self-improvement and 
If this bill 
passes, Hay says that it would be

They work together as a 
90licy-making board which 
dJirects the activities of the 
SUCSPA. They maintain a 
obbyrst, legislative advocate, 
Joe Hay, and a staff of workers 
it the state capitol. This group 
works for legislation favorable to 
the CSUC students, who are 
represented through the 
CSUCSPA. 


M-2 - A Hope For Prisoners

Lonely and forgotten inmates 
in California prisons will find 
that they have a friend if the 
M-2 program proves successful 

The program is an attempt to 
bridge the lonliness gap of 
inmates by having a “‘sponsor” 
matched to a particular inmate 

Once the inmate and his 
“sponsor” are matched, a new 
life is possible for the inmate 
and he can begin to plan for a 
future of freedom. Or he can 
just rely on his “sponsor” for 
regular, monthly visits. Also, his 
‘*sponsor” will communicate 
with him by mail, regularly. 

Meredith Taylor, CSUS 
graduate (Criminal Justice) 
heads the M-2 program. Ms. 
Taylor is a very ambitious 
aggressive worker. She knows 
the program will be a success, if 
more people will involve 
themselves in it. And she is 
working hard towards that goal. 

Ms, Taylor explained that the 
program’s purpose is to alleviate 
some of the unnecessary 
suffering inmates endure in 
prisons. One of the hardest 
things an inmate must face is 
loneliness, she said. 

It is this loneliness that usually 
makes the inmate feel depressed 
and rejected. But if he knew that 
he was not alone, that someone 
cared, his entire emotional 
make-up would be changed for 
the better, Ms. Taylor said. 

Inmates need someone, 
particularly someone who is 
willing to sacrifice a few 
moments of his time to help the 


inmate prepare for freedom. 

There are many things the 
inmate will need before he is 
released. One of them might be a 
job. Or he may need housing in 
an area near his proposed place 
of employment. He may need 
special tools to perform his 
work. 

Perhaps he is interested in 
enrolling in a college to 
complete a course of study to 
gain a better job. 

Or maybe he'll just want 
someone to talk to who he can 
trust. No matter what his 
problem may be, he’ll know that 
he has someone who is willing to 
help him. He'll know that his 
sponsor is working for him. 

One of the causes of the high 
rate of recidivism among paroled 
inmates is their loneliness. They 
have been rejected by society. 
They have no one or no place to 
go for help. 

It is this loneliness that drives 
many of them back into a way 
of crime. They have accepted 
their sejection by society. And 
because of this rejection, they 
revert to the only thing they 
know, a life of crime and 
eventual re-imprisonment. 

Ms. Taylor wants to stop this 
vicious cycle for the inmate. She 
wants to let him know that he 
can make it out in the free 
world. She wants to let him 


know that someone cares, and is 
willing to work hard to prove it 
to him. She wants to keep him 
out of prison. 

The “sponsor” will volunteer 


to work for the benefit of the 
inmate. Once he is matched with 
an inmate, Ms. Taylor hopes that 
he will carry through with his 
obligation 

The matching is done by 
correctional personnel. An 
application is completed by a 
prospective M-2 volunteer and 
the answers given by him will be 
matched with those of an 
inmate. Once this matching is 
completed and approved by the 
prison’s superintendent, the 
personal relationship between 
the “sponsor” and the inmate 
can begin. The sponsor visits the 
prison to see his inmate. 

If they accept each other, plans 
can be instituted to help the 
inmate make a_ successful 
adjustment to the free world 
when he is paroled. Most of the 
matching is done in time for the 
inmate to get to know his 
sponsor, as well as the sponsor 
to know the inmate. Usually, 
they work together for a period 
of eight months preparing for 
the inmate’s eventual parole. 

By the time the inmate is ready 
for parole, the sponsor may have 
found him suitable employment, 
or have assisted him in whatever 
manner is needed. 


All of the correspondence 
between the inmate and his 
sponsor is personal. The M-2 
Program calls for complete 
freedom and trust by the 
institution for the “sponsor” 


and the inmate. Only when his 
plans are completed, and he’s

If they approve of the plans, 
the inmate is ready for his parole 
hearing. Usually, the Adult 
Authority (Parole Board) will go 
along with the worked-out plans 
and release the inmate on parole. 

Once he is paroled, a 
continuous association is 
anticipated between the inmate 
and his “sponsor.” It is this 
association. that is most 
meaningful during his 
adjvstment to society. 

If the paroled inmate knows he 
has someone he can go to if 
things appear to be going poorty, 
it could be the difference

Eagle Lake 
For Spring Trout

This time of year most dedicated fishermen are 
usually looking forward to the day when the sun 
shines and the wind doesn’t blow. By this time I’m 
usually planning a trip to one of my favorite trout 
lakes in the Sierras for some of the “big trout” I 
used to catch when I was a resident of that area. 
My favorite spot this time of year is Eagle Lake, 
located 14 miles north of Susanville in Lassen 
County. This is one place where even the novice 
has a good chance to catch a tackle bustin’ Eagle 
Lake trout 

Although the limit there is only three fish, and 
anglers there have been known to freeze in 
between strikes, it’s all worth your while if you 
hook into just one of these beauties. 

The average ‘Eagle Laker’’ is about three pounds 
and will put up a fight that'll make you think 
you’re hooked in a hole. The smallest trout I've 
caught there weighed two and a quarter pounds 
while my largest landing was six and a half. What’s 
more is I’ve seen them as large as eight pounds, but 
you can always find an angler at Eagle Lake who 
will tell you as he holds up his five pounder, ‘“‘you 
should have seen the one that got away.” 

These fish can be caught on a variety of jures and 
bait but most of the fishermen who consistently 
bring home limits use nightcrawlers with a small 
marshmallow, or catch them trolling with black 
and gold Ropollo lures 

Although fish can be caught in almost any part of 
the lake, some of the best spots are the “Circus 
Grounds” and “Rattlesnake Point,” and if you're 
trolling try the “Tunnel” or “Lake of the Woods.” 
Trolling is usually most productive when you fish 
parallel to the shore about 100 yards out. 

If you plan to fish this beautiful lake I suggest 
you stop at either “The Patio” or “The 
Sportsman” on Main Street in Susanville for 


information and directions. Take a camera, the 
scenery is fantastic!
